Kuropatkin probably fearing that a ret- 
rograde movement at that time might 
result in a rout. 
A dispatch from 


Tokio, however, bringing the action up 
to this afternoon says that the Russian 
right and center Is now Calling back, 
pursued by the Japanese. 


Russian official advices say that Gen- 


eral Kuroki, who v.-as reported yester- 
day as moving northward on the Rus- 
sian left, has thrown pontoons over the 
Tattse River and has crossed with one 
division, while others are 
following. 


Kuroki's object, obviously, Is to inter- 
pose his force between Liao Yang, the 
Russian base, and the north, a move- 
ment which, if successful, would elf- 
cuit Kuropatkin's rear and command 
the railroad leading fi*om Liao Yang 
to Mukden. 


The withdrawal of the Russian right 


and center probably will involve a sim- 
ilar movement of the troops holding the 
extreme iuft of the line and result in a 
concentration oC Kuropatkin's army in 
the position he has established in Liao 
Yang. This is said to be superbly forti- 
fied with rifle pits, entrenchments and 
barbed wire entanglements.

The Japanese are attacking from the 


south and from the east. 
The right 


wing of the column attacking from the 
south is in touch with the left wing of 
the column going in from the east 
forming an immense irregular triangle, j 
the two fronts of which cover an enor- 
Tnous range. 


UNITED ARMIES. 


Following t'.ie preliminary successes 


of the 29tb south of Liao Yang, Field 
Marshal Marquis Oyama, the command- 
er of the Japanese forces in the field, 
promptly sent the united armies for- 
ward and at dawn of August 30 'a des- 
perate attack upon all-the Russian po- 
sitions was made. 


The Japanese found the 
Russians 


holding a long chain of splendidly for- 
tified' positions 
with 
a 
tremendous 


force of artillery. The Japanese artil- 
lery opened the way, but these prelim- 
inary attacks generally failed to give 
an opportunity for an open assault. Vic- 
tory at Liao Yang means the domina- 
tion of Manchuria and possibly the end 
of the autumn campaign. 


RENEWED ASSAULT . 


The Japanese first army, occupying 


the right-bank of the Lan river on Au • 
gust 27. continued 
its forward move- 


ment and renewedvthe assault against 
the remaining 
Russian 
positions at 


Hungshallngr, where the enemy held out 
the longest and the most stubbornly. 
T.hey finally took the last Russian posi- 
tion at this place and on an eminence 
north of Sunchiassai. Following these 
successes the Japanese immediately ad- 
vanced toward Sanyutzu and Shihch- 
utzu, driving back the small bodies of 
Russian soldiers sent out to impede 
their movement. 


MAKE ATTACK. 


From the night of August 27 to the 


morning of the 29th the Japanese at- 
tacked the Russian positions on the riflge 
to the east of Sanyutzu. The Russians 
finally were dislodged from these ridge 
positions but the Japanese left was unable 
to advance on account of the forceful 
resistance made by the Russian troops 
who occupied the heights to the southeast 
of Hslangshahtzu. Two divisions of Rus- 
sians which previously had been driven 
from Hanpolln crossed a bridge con- 
structed over the Taltze river to the 
north of Siaotantzu and retreated to the 
right bank of the river. Continuing the 
attack', the Japanese center advanced and 
occupied a line extending from Sanyutzu 
to the west of Shlhchutzu, while the left, 
on the morning of the Ii9th, after dislodg- 
ing the Russians at Tashihmenling and 
Hslangshantzu, advanced to Yayutai and 
Tengchiafang. where it was reinforced. 


CHECKED ADVANCE: 


The Russians checked the advance'of 


all the Japanese forces coming up-from 
the south along the Halcheng-Llao Yang 
road. 


The Japanese resumed the attack on the 


29th. The Japanese right took a line ex- 


tending from Leichap.io to Helnluchang 
while the left occupied a line from a j 
point west of Helniuchuang to Yayutai. 
A detached column from, the 
Japanese 


right advanced toward AVeijagou and co- 
operated with the left column of Hie 
First army. 


The Russians on the 
Haichc-nff-Liao 


Yang road appeared to be occupying a 
line of ridges extending from a point 
south of Shoushanptio to a point east uf 
Hangchiiitun and running through Hsin- 
lintun. 
These eminences were fortiliod 


strongly and occupi"d by a 
numerous 


force of the enemy. 


Tha Japanese bivouacked the night of 


August 29 in front of these positions. 


HELD POSITIONS; 


At dawn of Aug'us! 30 all the Jnpanope 


armies conjointly auuckpd all the Rus- 
sian positions on the southern front from 
a point north of Teiischiafang to :i point 
east of HangchJatun, and to the west uf 
Hsinlintun. and Sltotishanpao. The Jap- 
anese 
center 
attat-ked 
with 
all 
its 


strength. The left column of the 
firnt 


army continued the attack upon IVnsr- 
ch'iafang and Yayutai, but the Russians 
there received reinforcements.and it %vas 
impossible to dislodgo them. A separate 
column was then dispatched from tile 
right column of the second army -ind oc- 
cupied a ridge to tin- south of Tsafitife'- 
tun, whence it opened a cannonade upon 
the enemy at 6 o'ck'Ck on the morning 
of the.3«th. 


This first artillery attack proved suc- 


cessful and at ten o'clock the Russians, 
having been reinfon;<2U from thu direc- 
tion of Liao Yang, made ail endeavor ti 
retake the ground they had lost. 


REINFORCEMENTS. 


Throughout the aft ernoon of the 30th 


additional reinforcements 
reached 
the 


Russians, until their strength was esti- 
mated at two divisions and fifty or sixty 
guns. 


J^^i Japanese continued io attack des- 


p^Rteiy and at three o'clock In the aft- 
ernoon a junction was effected with the 
left column of the first army. The Hns- 
sians were dislodged from Tsafangtun 
aad that vicinity. 


VIGOROUS SHELLING. 


The Russians louglit with dogged de- 


termination until nishtfall. The. main 
force of the Japanese right, with a por- 
tion of the left, attacked the southern 
Russian line in

Hangchlatun and Hsi:illnum, and opened 
the attack against tlie ridges west . of 
Hsinlintun with a vigorous shelling. The

boulevard from this city to Haywards. 


This action was taken, because, on 


the opening: of bids for the buik.ing of 
the road at the meeting of the Super- 
visors, Monday last, some opposition 
was expressed to the proposed project 
on 
various grounds. 
These grounds 


were given consideration by the 
Di- 


rectors today who finally agreed that, 
in them, they could find no valid rea- 
son why the building of the proposed 
boulevard should not be proceeded with 
without delay. And a committee will 
set that matter before the Supervis- 
ors, 


DIRECTORS PRESENT. 


There were present at the meeting, 


Directors Heeseman, Booth, Dr. Thom- 
as, Keller, Tyrrel, Hogan and Secre- 
tary Stearns. The chair was occupied 
by Vice-Presiient Heeseman in the ab- 
sence in the East, of President 
Cap- 


well. 


OBJECTION OUTLINED. 


The alleged opposition of a few peo- 


ple to the building of the road was re- 
ferred to by Secretary Steamp. 


Director Hogan said that the pro- 


posed road as surveyed, would be best 
for business and the use of the general 
public. It was high enough to enable 
glimpses of the bay to be had and, if 
a. 
scenic road were wanted on the 


mountain farther up, that could 
be 


built later by those who wanted it. 
The lower line of the road would be 
the best for the county. 
It would 


tend to the settlement of the land on 
either side which would not be the 


case If the road should b» built np 
on the mountain. 


COST AND ENDORSEMENT,

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The Berkeley Lockjaw Case, 


An unfortunate death in Berkeley has started afresh the heated 


controversy over the efficacy of vaccination. It is doubly regrettable 
because the President of th< Board of Education, himself a physician, 
is an opponent of vaccinatkpn and has become professionally arrayed 
against the Health Officer. 
To make matters worse, a question of 


veracity has arisen by a direct issue being made as to certain minor 
facts. 


Myrtle Conklin, aged eight years, died yesterday morning of lock- 


jaw superinduced by blood-poisonmg. Dr. W. W. Allen, President of 
the Board of Education, and an opponent of vaccination, attended the 
child in her 
last illness. He declares the blood-poisoning resulted 


from vaccination. The child was vaccinated on August 8 by Health 
Officer Frank B. Woolsey, who has previously clashed with Dr. Allen 
in regard to vaccination. 
Thus we have personal and professional 


antagonisms to complicate i matter that should be examined with 
the coolest and most impartial judgment. 


The child lived twenty-two days after being vaccinated. Of the 


hundreds of children vaccinated in Berkeley she was the only one to 
die or to be seriousl) affecte<l. This lone exception should not cieate 
a presumption that the vaccine virus was impure or that the Health 
Officer improperly performed the operation. Hundreds of cases show- 
ing no bad effects furnish conclusive negative evidence as to the ptmty 
of the virus and the competence of Dr. Woolsey. The Health Officer 
says the sa.mtary suiroundings of the poor child were bad, a state- 
ment he alleges that Dr, Allen confirms. It is well known that a 
mere scratch will sometimes cause blood-poisoning in persons with 
impure blood. 
Lack of proper care, and uncleanliness also cause 


slight abrasions of the skin to become dangerously infected. Indeed, 
blood-poisoning is produced by a variety of apparently trifling causes 
such as catching cold, contact with dyed cloth or chemically colored 
paper, or some foreign substance getting into the wound. 


The death of Myrtle Conklin illustrates the fixed habit of the 


anti-vaccinationists to take specific and isolated cases as the true test 
instead of the results of general experience. 
One vaccinated child 


in hundreds takes sick and dies, and straightway it is asserted that 
vaccination is a failure and dangerous to health. The experience of 
the hundreds of other cases is dismissed as unworthy of consideration. 
When confronted with the universal fact that smallpox disappears in 
precise degree to the proportion in which vaccination is practiced, the 
opponents retort by demanding that the efficacy of vaccination be pa- 
thologically proved. Even the facts of the specific cases they cite (the 
Myrtle Conklin case is an example) are in grave question and radi- 
cal conclusions are drawn from disputed premises. 


The whole case of the ar.ti-vaccinationists is stated in the follow- 


ing series of questions propounded by the Anti-Vaccination League, 
and cited in the communication of Dr. J. A. Eichwaldt of Alameda 
printed in THE TRIBUNE vesterday: 


1. Is cow-pox a reality? Proof wanted. 
2. What are the chemical constituents of vaccine virus? 
3. How many_ kinds of iuch virus are there in use? 
4. What processes and methods are employed in producing them? 
5. Which kind is the best, and why? Give its pedigree. 
6. How does anv one of them operate to prevent smallpox? 
7. Is there extant any proof of such prevention? Cite cases. 
8. Virus being poison, can it entev the circulation of the blood 


without causing injury? 


g. Has a doctor or health board the right to administer an or- 


ganic poison? 


10. If death by tetanus (lock-jaw) results from vaccination, should 


the responsibility rest upon the vaccine virus or upon the person ad- 
ministering it? 


It will be observed that all these questions are purely technical in 


character. 
Nowhere do they controvert the broad lesson of human 


experience in many countries rovering a period of more than a century. 
They ignore the compelling fact that smallpox has invariably disap- 
peared before vaccination; thai for every death which can even remote- 
ly be ascribed to vaccination ten thousand persons have been sa\ed 
from death by smallpox. Wru quarrel over the pathological obscurity 
surrounding vaccination when we know by abundant experience that 
where vaccination is practiced smallpox is robbed of its potency and 
its contagious quality? It is die to attempt to overthrow a proposi- 
tion like this by asking pathological, chemical and ethical conundrums 


Lynch Arguments for Law. 


The Southern Democratic orators who have been projected into 


the campaign in the Northern States all manifest a disposition to de- 
fend lynching and the suppression of the colored vote. If they think 
this is a winning card they are welcome to play it, for their peculiar 
logic in dealing with the race question is likely to make more votes 
for Roosevelt than for Parker. 
But how can they reconcile their 


utterances with the attitude Judge Parker assumed in his address 
accepting the nomination? Judge Parker stood forth as an exemplar 
of law and a defpnder of the Constitution. The Constitution guaran- 
tees the negroes, in common \\ith other citizens, full political and civil 
rights, and the law pledges thini a fair trial when charged with crim- 
inal acts. 
It is true that Jud<e Parker laid particular stress on the 


Fourteenth Amendment, which is frequently relied on by trust cor- 
porations to protect them from legal penalties and hostile legislation, 
but the Fifteenth is as much a part of the Constitution as the Four- 
teenth, and Judge Parker was emphatic in his insistance on obedience 
to the orgaoiic law as a whole. 


Are we to understand that the Democratic orators consider ne- 


groes outside the pale of the law and as not invested with the rights 
guaranteed in the Constitution? Are they taking issue with Judge 
Parker or do they presume the utterances of their candidate as having 
no application to negroes? 
Men who justify lynching and advocate 


disfranchisement do not figure to advantage as champions of a candi- 
date who poses as the defende: of the Constitution and an enforcer of 
the laws. Neither do they appeal strongly to the Jeffersonian maxim, 
"Equal rights to all and special privileges to none."

Recalling Municipal Officers. 


In the Los Angeles Superior Court, Judge Oster has upheld the 


validity of the "recall" provision of the city charter, which provides 
that any municipal officer can l>e recalled at any tirpe on petition of .25 
per cent of the registered voters of his district. Councilman Daven- 
port, of the Eighth Ward, was recalled on petition ,of 764 'voters out 
6! the 2800 registered in his \\ ard. The case will now go to the Su- 
preme Court for final adjudication. 
The prejjurfption is that Judge 


Oster's decision will be affirmed. 
In'^that ca'se, the anomaly will be 


presented oJ an elected officer being'perpetually at the mercy of the 
minority, which can compel him to fight at the polls to retain his 
office as often as it chooses. This seems a direct blow at the principle 
of rule by the majority, although it will strengthen the power of par- 
tisan majorities in some respects. It frequently happens that the mi- 
nority party is enabled to elect a candidate because the majority party 
IK.S nominated an unpopular or 
unfit candidate.

peculiar benefit to Oakland for a variety of reasons. Although entirely 
outside the city limits, it will in fact be a grand boulevard that will 
grace Oakland as much as if it ran its entire length within the incor- 
poration. It will open up a new line of development a new theater of 
suburban building activity, and afford a new line »f communication 
between this city and the principal towns of the int< rior 
It will add 


many times its cost to the taxable wealth of the cc unty. It will be 
a splendid advertisement foi Alameda County and a j^reat convenience 
to its citizens. The Board has not committed itself to the construc- 
tion of the Scenic Highway without ck>se study and careful examina- 
tion, and while this study and examination were i i progress not a 
single objection was raised. The Board was bombarded with petitions 
in favor of the road, but not a single protest was filed It is too late in 
the day for objections to be heard. The time for such things has 
passed, and the Board should now in justice to the pu nlic and its mem- 
bers go ahead with its plans. The small band of in crested knockers 
should be ignored.

Dr. Maklin is connected with 
the 


' missionary 
board 
of the Christian 
| Church and was sent to China by that 
denomination. 
During his long stay 


in the flowery kingdom he gained the 
confidence of the Chinese and 
now 


holds high pla.ce in the councils of 
the government of the province in 
which he was stationed. He has trans- 
lated many English books, both relig- 
ious and political, into Chinese for the 
benefit of the officials and people jren- 
erally. 
According to Dr. Maklin, the reform 


element in China Is forcing the con- 
servatives to grant many concessions 
that are improving the condition of 
the people. 
"The Chinese are slowly 


waking up." he said, "and are 
fast 


adopting Western 
ways. 
The ruling 
class, however, :s very conservative 
and the radicals have to force by dint 


of 
hard 
fighting any 
i eforms that 
they obtain. In the province where I 
am located, the most primitive agri- 
cultural methods are used but the peo- 
ple are anxious to learn and when I 
return I expect to introduce many in- 
novations in the method of tilling the 
soil and harvesting the crops. 


"China is a land of wonderful possi- 


bilities and vast resources and 
when 
once she awakens to the fact and in- 
troduces modern methods of industry 
and government she will become 
a 
power that w e will have to reckon 
with." 
The Chinese are not in sympathy 
with the Japanese in their present war 
with Russia according to Dr. Maklin 
He say»s that the little brown men 
have become puffed up and insolent 
with the sense of their own importance 
and thinks that should they win In the* 
present 
struggle some other nation 


will have to step in and trounce them 
soundly in order to teach them their 
pioper 
place. 
Russia, however, he 


thinks, will be the ultimate victor as 
she bus vast resources behind her with 
which to piolong the struggle. 
The 
reason she has met with so many ie- 
verses, he believes, is because she was 
unprepared for the war while the Jap- 
anese had been treacherously laying 
their plans for years.

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TAXPAYERS OF COUNTY ARE STRONGLY* 


IN FAVOR OF THE .SCENIC BOULEVARD. 


The new 
County rosid 
variously 


called the Scenic Highway and the 
Foothills Road has suddenly encoun- 
tered opposition Just at the moment 
contracts should be let for construction. 
This opposition is mainly due to politics 
and '.a misunderstanding of the f.icts, 
which.are being artfully distorted and 
misrepresented by designing pen.ons 
of the "knocker" class. 
Anyone who 


cares to examine the fact.* dispassion- 
ately can easily ascertain that the 
Board of Supervisors resolved upon the 
construction of this road in r^jpons^ to 
an urgent demand from both inside 
•nd outside the city. Its benefits and 
cost were thoroughly canvassed in ad- 
vance and after careful examlna:ion 
the members of the Board became con^ 
vinced that the proposed highway >vas 
at once one of the most Important ind 
most needed improvements ever con- 
templated In the county cm improve- 
ment whose benefits would be m my 
times its cost. When the road was in 
the contemplative stage, not a word 
was heard In opposition. 
The pi ess 


was a, unit in favoring it. Every i er- 
son who appeared before the Board at 
the many meetings in which the road 
was discussed, favored it. The Bo ird 
of Trade and the Merchants' Exchanj-e 
adopted resolutions urging the Bo Lid 
to construct the road. So did the pub- 
lic bodies of Frultvale, San Lean'Iro 
and Haywards. There wa.s no dissent 
In any quarter. 


The voice of opposition has only b«en 


raised after the Board had, in obedience 
to popular demand, resolve%, upon con- 
structing the road; after the rights of 
way had been secured; after plans rind 
specifications had been drawn and bids 
advertised; after $35,000 had been ex- 
pended In acquiring 
rights of w ly, 


making the necessary surveys and nd- 
vertislng for bids, .(n short, sentim.-nt 
appeared-to be unanimous in favor of 
the road up to the 'moment of beginning 
actual construction. 
Suddenly objec- 


tion is made by a few noisy perso-is. 
Th.'e riddle.may be read m the 'ap- 
proaching election. 


Here is a history of the road in 


brief. On June IE, 1903—More than one 
year ago—a petition signed by some 
250 citizens and taxpayers residing in 
Brooklyn and Eden Townships and the 
City of Oakland was presented fo the 
Board of Supervisors praying for the 
construction of the Scenic Highway. 
Wilbur Walker and J. F. W. Sohst, 
representing the Merchants' Exchange. 
and Edwin Stearns, representing- tuc 
Board of Trade 
appeared perbona.ly 


and argued in favor of constructing 
the road. 
Petitions and 
resolutions 


were also presented from time to time 
from Fruitvale, Elmhurst, San Leandro 
and Haywards calling for the highway. 
R. S. Farrelly and Socrates Huff, two 
of the most solid citizens of the coun:y, 
both large property owners inside • of 
Oakland are ardent advocates of the 
road. They insist that its construction 
will be of enormous benefit to the coun- 
ty and neither can be regarded as talk- 
ing lightly or as possessing other than 
sound financial judgment. 


After repeated discussion at many 


meetings the Board finally ordered a 
preliminary survey, appointed viewers 
and took other necessary steps to car-y 
out the project. 
All these acts were 


duly reported in the daily press whii-h 
frequently commented on the projec i, 
always in a favorable strain. 
The 


rights o£ way have been secured .it 
considerable expense. They were most- 
ly donated by the landowners, but t"ie 
county was required to pay for the 
fencing and other incidental expenses. 
The surveys and plans have been com- 
pleted and bids for construction coi.- 
tracts called for by the advertisement, 
in short, everything is In readiness to 
proceed. At this juncture objection .s 
heard for the first time, being voiced in 
the street and based on misrepreser- 
tation. The story that the line of the 
road \\as ever changed is a pure In- 
vention. The allegation that the road 
will require a special levy of three mills 
is a gross fabrication. The cost of the 
road, estimated at $301,000 will be dif- 
fused over two or three years. 
The 


special levy to meet it will be only one. 
or one-and-a-half mills. Some money is 
already on hand and $35,000 have al- 
ready been expended. To abandon the 
project now would mean the absolute 
casting awny of the money expended 
up to this time. It would be a con- 
fession on the part of the Board that 
It Had acted unuisely and without du? 
consideration. It would be a slap in 
the face of the oitlxens and public bod- 
ies who have urged the Board to proceed 
with the construction of the road. 
It 


would be a step backwaid, a surrende- 
to a few knockers and off-horse politi- 
cians. It would be an act of cowardice 
showing bad faith to the landowners 
who donated the rights of way. 
It 


wuold be a previous disappointment to 
the public of this county which has 
been led to believe thi Scenic Highway 
to be a fixed fact. It would be in oppo- 
sition to the wishes of nine-tenths of 
the community.

BOARD OF TRADE FAVORS 


THE HIGHWAY. 


The Oakland Board of Trade recently approved the Scenic Boulevard in 


the following resolution: 


"In the firm belief that whatever helps the country also assists in the 


prosperity of the city, and-believing that good roads-and fine suburban boule- 
vards are an Incentive to prospecthe settlers in any community, the Board 
of Directors of the Oakland Board of Trade hereby places Its stamp of ap- 
proval upon the proposed boulevard a.ong the foothills extending between Oak- 
"land and Haywards and 'through San Leandro.
